PHILIP LEARYTENTENCED 


To V»y a Fine of One Hundred Dollars 


and Be Confined Sixty Day* For 


Keeping » GamDllnff House 


The April term of quarter sessions 


court opened on Monday at 1:30 o'clock, 
with Judges Longenecker, Conley and 
Eichelberger on the bench. The list 
of grand jurors was called and twenty- 
three answered. M. H. Kramer, Esq., 
of Hyndman, was appointed foreman 
of the grand jury. Judge Longeneek- 
er charged the grand jurors as to their 
duties in hearing the bills of indict- 
ment presented to them during the 
week, after which they departed for 
their room to consider the bills on the 
trial Int. There are twenty-seven 
cases on the list and the charges eon- 
fcist of minor offences. 


The petit jurors all answered to 


their names. The constables all made 
their quarterly return. 


Philip Leary laced the court and 


jury on the charge of keeping a gam- 
bling house (William Leary having 
been discharged on habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings ) Philip Leary pleaded guil- 
ty and was sentenced to pay a fine ol 


$100, 
the costs of prosecution and un- 


dergo an imprisonment in the county 
jail for a period of sixty days, to be 
computed from April 16, 1900. 


John Dull presented a petition ask- 


ing to be discharged as an insolvent 
debtor and Tuesday, first week of 
September court, was fixed for the 
time of hearing. 


William Reed and Thomas Keed, 


aged about fourteen and sixteen years, 
respectively, were charged with bur- 
glary. 
William pleaded guilty and 


Thomas not guilty. The jury returned 
a verdict thai they find the defendant, 
Thomas Reed, not guilty. Sentence 
suspended. 


John W. Steele was placed on trial 


for cruelty to animals, for driving a 
nail into the fool ol a horse 
The 


case occupied the greater part of Tues- 
day morning. He was found not guil- 
ty and the county to pay the costs. 


A true bill against Irwin L. Close, 


accused ol assault and battery on oath 
ol Jacob Cottle.was returned. Defend- 
ant found guilty and sentenced to 
pay a fine of $10 and costs. 


William Fait and Edward Smith 


were called on Tuesday to answer the 
charge of burglary of about twelve or 
fifteen dollars from Ephraim B.Miller. 
This case occupied considerable time 
and on Wednesday afternoon the jury 
returned a verdict ol not guilty. 


The court ordered 
Protbonotary 


Cleaver to notify all jurors summon- 
ed to attend next week's court, begin- 
ning April 23, that the cases on the 
trial list lor that week had all been 
settled or continued and that, there- 
lore, they should not attend. 


John L. Burket pleaded not guilty 


to burglary. Burket is the yonag man 


who, 
with Charles Cook, is charged 


with entering the house ol S. W 
Hollar, at Mann's Choice, on Christmas 
evening, 1809, and stealing about 
S60, 


8-iO of which belonged to the postoffice 
department. 
Burket denies that he 


had anything to do with the taking ol 
the money. Cook, he alleges, did the 
stealing and gave him part of the 
money. Cook is a fugitive. The jury 
returned a verdict of not guilty of 
burglary but guilty ol receiving stolen 
goods. Sentence suspended. 


R. W. lekes was accused ol violating 


the election laws. This ease caused 
considerable interest. The jury, alter 
two hours' deliberation, rendered a 
verdict oi not guilty and toat Morris 
Walker, the prosecutor, pay two-thirds 
ol the costs and the defendant one- 
third ol the costs. 


Mary Earnest, accused ol assault 


and battery, was lound not guilty by 
the jury, but that she pay 14 of the 
costs ol prosecution and John Grace, 
the prosecutor, pay tha other hall.

company ol 1891, which is resisted on 
the ground that its lien was divested 
by the sale of its property and fran- 
chises,made by the sheriff ol Bedford 
county on the 26th June, 1893, to 
Harry Cessna, Esq., as trustee ol cer- 
tain ol its creditors,

7, 1870. That act provides that the 
purchaser shall take the rights and 
franchises of the delendant corpora- 
tion "clear from all encnmbrances ex- 
cet>t any mortgage or mortgages that 
may legally exist at the time ol the 
levy thereupon, tliellenof which shall 
not be affected 
in any manner try said 


safe." 
The title had been pledged to 


the mortgagee, the New England 
Trust company, to secure the bonds, 
and the trustee's title was unaffected 
by the sale. 
But it is contented the mortgage was~ 


a nullity because the claims ol the 
contractors had arisen, affecting the 
property and franchises with their 
lien, before the mortgage was finally 
recorded. If the facts should be found 
as claimed it does not follow that the 
mortgage was void. The resolution of 
January 21,1843,as construed by Fox vs 
Seal, 22nd Wallace, D. S. 424, Shamokin 
Valley and Pottsville R. R. Co. vs. 
Malone, 85 Pa., 25, 35-36, and kindred 
cases, was not intended to render in- 
valid, for all purposes, a mortgage 
following a liability to contractors and 
laborers. It merely created lor such 
claims a paramount lien, which should 
take precedence of a mortgage for as- 
signment, so that the latter might not 
defeat the superior right of the con- 
tractor or laborer. "The resolution in 
effect declared that while his, (the 
contractor's) claim against the compa- 
ny exists, a subsequent mortgage or 
transfer cannot be set up to defeat the 
contractor's resort to the property and 
his superior right to have it applied to 
the payment of the debts due him." 
"The lien is made to precede," not to 
destroy, "the lien of any mortgage." 
"The mortgage may be good as against 
other creditors, but it is a nullity as to 
them," the contractors. 


It is not reasonable to suppose that 


the existence ol a few hundred dollars 
in the form of claims by contractors 
and laborers was intended to utterly 
destroy the security ol many thousands 
in bonds, protected by a mortgage 
duly executed and subsequently re- 
corded. The purpose of the resolution 
was merely to invest with the prior 
right of payment a meritorious class 
of creditors, and not to disturb other 
hens beyond the necessity of accom- 
plishing that end. This mortgage being 
then a valid lien, subject only to the 
preferred claims, which wasnot divest- 
ed by the sheriff's sale on the 26th of 
June, 1393, as we have seen, it contin- 
ues. The judgments obtained on the 
preferred claims were assigned, for a 
valuable consideration, to the parlies 
organizing the Pennsylvania Midland 
Railroad company, along with the 
interests acquired by Mr. Cessna under 
the sheriff's sale and his deed ol Sep- 
tember 6, 1864. 
That consideration 


was paid to Mr. Cessna, as he testifies. 
When both the liens and the property 
which they affected became vested in 
the Pennsylvania Midland Railroad 
company the law would ordinarily 
treat the liens as extinguished. But 
even if that rule should not apply, 
they would not be divested by a sale 
under this mortgage. The mortgage 
being void as against them, the sale 
would not disturb them, as held in 85th 
Pa , 30 supra. 


If it were conceded then such liens 


of contractors remain, which is at least 
questionable, that fact should not 
stand in the way of a foreclosure on 
the mortgage given to the New Eng- 
land Trust company which though in- 
ferior in rank, is yet a valid and sub- 
sisting lien. 


Default under the terms of the mort- 


gage has been clearly shown and is 
not denied. All the conditions which 
entitle the plaintiff to loreclose the 
mortgage exist 


We do not deem it necessary at this 


time to pass on the questions as to the 
propriety of right or lien upon the 
fund which may be produced by sale 
of the property and franchises covered 
by the mortgage. They are questions 
which arise more properly on the dis- 
tribution and will be deferred to that 
time

Stampa Must Be Affixed. 


The commissioner of internal rev 


enue has received a number of inqui 
ries from registers ot deeds, clerks o 
courts of record and others asking- 
whether they would be justified in re 
cording deeds, etc., which are sent tc 
them unstamped. 
They 
represen 


that deeds are often received from 
parties who cannot conveniently pro- 
cure stamps, asking that they be af 
fixed by the recorder. The commis 
sioner answers in the negative and i 
his reply states the grantor, or person 
who makes or issues the instrument 
should affix and cancel the stamp. I 
be omits to do so he incurs a penalty 
ol not more than $100. 


H, however, the omission is inadver 


tent he may present the instrument to 
the collector within a year Irom tb 
date of issue, pay the stamp tax, an 
the collector may then affix and cance 
the stamp, remitting the penalty. Th 
grantee may also pay the stamp ta 
and present the instrument lor post- 
stamping. The commissioner advii 
that when an unstamped instrumen 
lor record be received it be returned tc 
the sender to be stamped, charging fo 
postage and time occupied in the coi 
respondence made necessary by th 
omission ol the stamp.

shows how William of Canton, by 
reason of one of the opportunities af 
forded by imperialism, is in a position 
to vie with kings in the lavish use of 
the people's money, and demonstrates 
that he can give them all pointers iu 
this popular pastime of potentates: 


"By reason of the salaries and per 


quisites attaching to the Philippine 
commission and its staff therehas been 
considerable flutter among t'he place- 
hunters. The president spent much 
time and bestowed much care upon the 
selection of the members of the com- 
mission. He wanted 
representative 


Republicans and representative Demo- 
crats, and he wished to select them, as 
he has.from the different geographical 
sections of the country. He wanted, 
further, men he could depend upon tc 
stand by his policy in all its varied and 
shifting phasss and with the ability to 
maintain and defend the same. 


"There were probably 100 names- 


suggested from which to draw the fivr 
he needed. Among them were many 
mere politicians, numerous literary 
and scientific men and an infinite array 
of the legal profession. There was a 
great scramble among the lawyers for 
places on the commission, from the top 
to the bottom of the list. Some of 
these gentlemen must have scented 
chances for pickings outside of the 
scope and sphere of the commission 
The unusual emoluments would of 
themselves, however, have much to dc 
with the wild hunt. 


"The president did not fix the high 


compensation of the proconsuls and 
plenipotentiaries he is sending to the 
Philippines out of any regard or con- 
sideration for the office-seeking frater- 
nity. It was because of the necessity 
imposed upon him of paying handsome- 
ly for the first-class talent he was 
seeking. Added to the money induce- 
ment, it is known he held out to Judge 
Taft, and probably to other members 
of the commission, the prospect which 
hope and ambition always whisper of 
writing their names on the pages of 
history. 


"Inquiry has been suggested as to 


the authority of the president to ap- 
propriate from the public treasury 
without the direct authority of con- 
gress the sums, required to pay the 
munificent salaries he has bestowed. 
Well, since the country has entered 
upon imperialism there seems little if 
any limit to the authority and discre- 
tion of the president save his own 
imperial will. It has frequently been 
remarked, both in public and in pri. 
vate, by the Republican congressmen, 
that it was much better to leave all 
matters relating to the Philippines in 
the hands of the president for 'the 
present.' 


"For want of a better congressional 


policy, as for want of the nerve to 
fashion one, this idea has been tacitly 
adopted in both wings of the capital. 
How long 'the present' means no one 
has presumed to define. It will cer- 
tainly extend through all of the exist- 
ing term of Mr. McKinley and quite 
likely through his next term, if he gets 
it. 


"Assured of his position, therefore, 


the president has no reluctance or ap- 
prehension in exercising authority 
which William of Germany might pon- 
der ov er. 


"When congress, in the spring of 


1393, intrusted absolutely to Mr. Mc- 
Kinley the enormous sum of 850,000,000 
it gave him his first taste of arbitrary 
and unrestricted power. 
He drank 


deeply of the dangerous draught. He 
has been drinking copiously ever since. 
He to-day assumes prerogatives from 
the very thought of which he would 
have shrunk aghast on that day in 
March, 1397, when he delivered his in- 
augural address. 
Conditions 
have 


changed, but no change of conditions 
can overturn or reverse the principles, 
the institutions, the traditions of this 
country unless the people so will, and 
the people have not willed it. 


"The strong criticism npon the pres- 


ident for giving larger salaries to the 
personnel of the Philippine commis- 
sion than has ever pertained before to 
the service of the United States is 
proper and just. But, good gracious! 
what does the contemptible money 
amount to when compared with the 
policy and the cause for which it is to 
be expended? 


"A million times more money might 


better be dropped in the sea than to 
persist in a policy which tottered 
Rome to its fill and which, from what 
il now going on in Africa, may be the 
beginning of the decadence of the 
greatest empire the world has ever 
known. 


"As to the salaries of the Philippine 


commission, it is understood they are 
not to be quite so large as has been 
currently reported, but will be larger 
than before known in the civil service. 
The salary of the secretary has been 
placed at SS.OOO, the sum which has 


been, generally stated. This is precise 
ly the compensation of a cabinet min- 
ister in Washington. 
' '.'It is also true that this position 
was tendered successively to two well 
known Washington 
correspondents 


and refused by both of them. Whether 
the president will try again among 
the newspaper profession has not de- 
veloped. There are hundreds outside 
of journalism who would like the place 
and think themselves quite capable 
filling it. 
The president was most 


anxious to secure a Washington cor 
respondent of recognized position anc 
ability for this place. 


"The secretary of the commission 


according to the view of the president 
will be the authorized medium of com- 
munication between that body and the 
world. A man trained in the atmos 
phere of the national journalism o: 
Washington, with his wide experience 
knowledge of public men and affairs 
his well balanced judgment and his 
faculty for dealing with men, would 
under the circumstances be the ideal 
one for the place. Of course, the pre- 
requisite in the case would be a per- 
fect accordance with the opinions and 
the purposes of the executive. 


'He would know how to meet the 


enterprising members of the press, the 
representatives of the yellow journals 
and all. He would know how to 'jolly' 
them without offense, to tell them what 
it was prudent they should know, and 
he could not be trapped into unwit- 
tingly disclosing secrets. Such a man 
would unquestionably have great influ- 
ence in producing impressions and help 
beyond calculation the president's side 


of the case. 


"The president's head was certainly 


level in this respect. The difficulty is, 
a man who fills a bill of this kind is 
too valuable in his own profession to 
be enticed elsewhere except by most 
extraordinary advantages. 
So, after 


all, the president may possibly be com- 
pelled to fall back upon the politicians, 
who are always ready."

Dewey's announcement that he vroulc 
be a candidate for the presidency this 
fall took away the breath of the polit 
ical leaders for a time, but when he 
followed it by a statement that he was 
a Democrat the atmosphere rapidly 
cleared and intelligent discussion of 
the situation became possible. Demo- 
cratic leaders agree that it is impossi- 
ble for the admiral to wrest the nomi- 
nation from Bryan. 
There are 930 


votes in the Democratic national con- 
vention, 620 of which are necessary to 
nominate and 311 of which can cause a 
deadlock. 
The largest possible esti- 


mate of the anti-Bryan forces is only 
some 250, making Dewey's nomination 
out of the question. But though the 
admiral cannot be named for president 
on the Democratic ticket, he can have 
the nomination for vice-president if he 
will take it. In fact, a boom for him 
for this post has sprung up with unex- 
ampled rapidity, the only doubt being 
whether he will accept. But to run on 
an independent ticket would be sure 
defeat and it is believed that he will 
accept the vice-presidential post after 
he finds that he can get nothing else. 
He may continue his striving for the 
first place up to the very nomination 
of Bryan and yet accept the vice-pres- 
idency. 
Shrewd leaders base their 


idea that he will do this on the motive 
which has undoubtedly led him to be a 
candidate for office at all. They say 
that it is Mrs. Dewey'a doings. She 
wants the right of precedence at all 
functions and if she cannot get to the 
very top will probably be contented 
with the second place. As the wife of 
the vice-president she would precede 
all the ambassadors' wives, the wives 
of the supreme court justices and sen- 
ators—everybody, in fact, except the 
wife of the president. Further, Dewey 
would not lose his place in the navy by 
accepting. He could go on the retired 
list and hold both places at once, draw- 
ing the salary of either one while vice- 
president and going back to his naval 
post after the close of his term. So, 
Hurrah for Bryan and Dewey 1 


Congress will know better hence- 


forth than to put the erection of pub- 
lic buildings in the hands of the attor- 
ney general. Scarcely had the trouble 
over the latter's favoritism in permit- 
ting only Republican contractors to 
bid for the penitentiary building at 
Atlanta quieted down,when Mr.Griggs 
again offended public decency by sim- 
ilar action regarding the new depart- 
ment of justice, which is to be erect- 
ed in this eity. In work of this char- 
acter, where so large an amount of 
public funds is involved and where the 
building is for government purposes, 
t is customary for the supervising 
architect to prepare the plans and 
specifications and to invite public 
bids. The bidders are allowed by all 
of the departments under which work 
is done fully four weeks in which to 
prepare their estimates. The opening 
of bids is always in public and there 
£ no attempt to withhold such infor- 
mation from any one who chooses to 
attend the opening, even when they 
are not directly interested. But the 
attorney general has had the plans for 
the department building prepared and 
has asked ten firms of Republicans 
who have strong pulls to submit bids 
for the work. The ten firms selected 
are reputable general contractors, but 
another of equal standing,composed of 
Democrats, which chanced to hear of 
the work, has not been furnished with 
:>lans,and requests for such informa- 
tion have been rejected. 


The Republicans continue to throw 


overboard everything that may act as 
a Jonah this fall. Now the senate ha> 
abandoned all effort to adopt and rat- 
ify the Hay-Pauncefote treaty until 
after the election. One day's debate 
in executive session 
demonstrated

THE PUERTO RICAN BILL, 


Some of the Features of tbU Un-Americao 


ftleaaare. 


As was expected, the house of repre 


sentatives passed the Puerto Rican 
tariff bill last week as amended by the 
senate. Under the provisions of this- 
measure Puerto Rican products im- 
ported to the United States will be 
taxed 15 per cent, of the Dingley rate? 
and products of the United States ex- 
ported to Puerto Rico will pay the 
same duty before they are admitted to 
the island. The bill also provides for 
the government of Puerto Rico. The 
president of the United States will ap- 
point the governor, the attorney-gen- 
eral, the treasurer, the auditor, the 
commissioner of the interior, the com- 
missioner of education, the chief jus- 
tice and associate justices of the su- 
preme court, the marshal of the su- 
preme court and the United States 
district judge, attorney and marshal. 
The governor, an official designated as 
secretary, the attorney-general, treas- 
urer, auditor and commissioners of the 
interior and education, together with 
five native inhabitants of Puerto Rico, 
also to be appointed by the president, 
will constitute the executive council. 
This executive council will be the first 
branch of the legislative assembly of 
Puerto Rico. The other branch, to be 
known as the house of delegates, will 
be composed of 35 members elected by 
the qualified voters of Puerto Rico 
The executive council, being composed 
wholly of the president's appointees, 
may be counted upon to carry out the 
administration's policy in the island 
The bill provides that any measure 
enacted by the legislative assembly 
and vetoed by the governor may be 
passed over his veto by a two-thirds 
vote of both houses. It may be assum- 
ed that Mr. McKinley, in selecting the 
members of the executive council, will 
not fall into the error of appointing 
any who will not stand by his gover- 
nor when the latter vetoes legislation 
unacceptable to the "Washington impe- 
rialists. The inhabitants of the island 
are defined as "citizens of Puerto Rico, 
and as such entitled to the protection 
of the United States." These "citizens 
of Puerto Rico" will not have a terri- 
torial delegate in congress, but must 
be contented with a "resident commis- 
sioner to the United States." The bill 
is to go into effect on May 1. 


The spectacle of Puerto Rico is a 


warning to all islands which may want 
to come under the Stars and Stripes. 
The New York Journal says: 


'The inhabitants of the Danish 


islands of St. Thomas and Santa Cruz 
have taken advantage of the birthday 
of the king of Denmark to exhibit 
their loyalty to their present connec- 
tion and their opposition to a sale of 
the islands to the United States. They 
nave held day and night processions, 
costumed in the national colors and 
cheering the king, and have sent 
telegrams to the colonial council wish- 
ing his majesty a long reign and ex- 
pressing the hope that the Danish flag 
may ever wave over the islands. In 
1867 the people ol thosa islands voted 
almost unanimously in favor of annex- 
ation to the United States." 


Charles Allen, of Massachusetts, now 


assistant secretary of the navy, has 
been appointed the first civil governor 
of Puerto Rieo.

The contest for supremacy between 


the Demccratic and Republican parties 
in Kentucky, in my judgment, isendec 
for this generation at least. The as 
sassination of Goebel was the death 
knell of the Republican party in our 
state. 
No party can command the 


support of our people when it employs 
the deliberately-planned murder of its 
opposing leader as its chosen methoc 
for determining political contests. 


I expect to see Kentucky go Demo 


cratie this fall by 50,000 majority or 
more, as a rebuke to the dastardly and 
desperate practices of which we have 
been made the recent victims. 


And yet no matter how ponderous 


our majority in the presidential elee 
tion this fall may be, it would not be 
at all surprising, if the electoral vote 
of our state should be required to 
determine the result of that presi 
dential contest, to see it impeachec 
because it was held under the present 
law. To a large element of our people 
the so-called Goebel election law was 
obnoxious. This, in a great measure 
was because of their absolute igno- 
rance of its provisions. A large major- 
ity of those who were loudest in their 
denunciation of the law bad never 
read it and were absolutely uninformed 
as to its contents. 


The returns in last November's elec 


tion proved conclusively that it die 
notsecure an honest election, as the 
advocates of the law anticipated. 
whilst its operations generally provec 
that it brought no unfair advantages 
to us, as its opponents predicted. 


Whether from the standpoint of a 


party man, viewing the situation only 
in the light of party advantage to be 
gained, or taking the broader and 
fairer view, I am convinced that the 
law needs modification and am equally 
sure that had Goebel lived and contin- 
ued in his service as a member of the 
senate or as the governor of his state 
he would have aided in bringing about 
the necessary changes and modifica- 
tions in the statute. 


The existing election law needs at- 


tention. Our experience with it dis- 
closed many defects. It failed to come 
up to what its friends claimed for it 
just as it failed to produce the effects 
which its opponents declare it was in- 
tended for and would accomplish. It 
cost the Democratic state ticket 20,000 
votes and never brought a single vote 
to the support of the ticket. The Dem- 
ocrats reaped no earthly advantage, 
either fair or unfair, from the opera- 
tion of this law. I was an original 
supporter of this measure and atill 
believe that it is better (infinitely 
better) than the election law that it 
superseded. That law gave absolute 
arbitrary power to the county judge to 
make the result of all elections in this 
county just what he chose. 
The 


power conferred upon the county judge 
was unlimited, and in its exercise he 
was absolutely irresponsible. 
After 


fie last ele'ctiou I talked frequently 
and freely with Mr. Goebel upon this 
subject and we were substantially 
agreed. 


Neither public nor party interest 


requires any unfair advantage to be 
given to our party in Kentucky through 
election machinery. Ours is a Demo- 
cratic state by any fair test that can 
be applied, and all that we should 
want, and all that we needed, is to 
provide for a fair expression of opinion 
by the people at the polls and an honest 
handling of their ballots when depos- 
ited. Such modifications as will bring 
about this result I sincerely hope the 
legislature will provide, but I am still 
more anxious that the legislature take 
the necessary initial steps looking to a 
constitutional amendment which will 
abolish the cumbersome machinery of 
the secret ballot and establish once 
more in our state the old-time honest 
method of the viva voce vote.

From the Canada lice to the Rio 


Grande, from Xew York to the Golden 
Gate one name, and only one name 
during the past week has been heard 
throughout the republic of the United 
States. A man whom our people had 
almost deified and who received such 8 
reception as was given to no other pop 
ular idol of his generation; a reception 
which 
called 
to mind the erand 


triumphs of ancient Rome, when Ctesar. 
returning from abroad with the spoils 
of conquered nations and with kings- 
and queens chained to his chariot 
wheels, entered the eternal city and 
shouting millions proclaimed him the 
greatest hero in the annals of recorded 
time. As he then stood alone, the cen 
tral figure in the splendors of tha' 
barbaric pageant, so the triumphs ac- 
corded to Admiral George 
Dewey 


stands alone, unparalleled in the his- 
tory of ancient or modern times. "Well 
might he have said as he rode beneath 
the splendid arch, which is to commem- 
orate his name and his fame to genera- 
tions yet unborn : "Oh, this is toe 
much, too much glory for one man.1' 
The extreme measure of this world's 
happiness was full to overflowing; he 
had reached tbe summit of human 
bliss; and if the world paused in it*. 
broad and generous hospitality it was 
only because there was nothing more 
to give. 


A few short weeks had only passed 


when he offered his hand and heart to 
one of the best known women in the 
capital of the nation. The match 
seemed in every way acceptable and 
the bride soon found herself installed 
in the magnificent home which was 
the people's gift to the hero of Manila 


The wedding bells had hardly stop- 


ped ringing when clouds began to 
gather around that magnificent home 
and it was discovered that the people's 
gift no longer stood in the admiral's 
name in the District records. It stood 
there in the name of his wife. If a 
blazing torch had been cast into a 
mountain of dynamite the explosion 
could not have been more terrible. A 
cry of rage and astonishment was 
heard in every poition of the land, 
when it was known that the Dewey 
home stood on the record in the name 
of his wife. 


The next morning after the an- 


nouncement was made newspapers 
throughout the land, Democratic and 
Republican alike, teemed with whole 
columns of vile abuse almost without 
a parallel in the history of our public 
men.

Many, 
it is true, were disappointed at his 
course, but the offense—if offense it 
was—was condoned by hiscountrymen, 
and he was again restored to popular 
favor. Allurements and temptations 
lay thick in bis path sufficient to try 
the virtue of the strongest man. His 
previous life had been almost one of 
unexampled happiness. His govern- 
melfthad given him a splendid ship, 
one of the finest specimens of modern 
naval architecture. Year after year 
he had sailed around the world, re- 
ceiving the princely hospitalities of 
the greatest nations of the earth. 


The time was rapidly approaching 


when he would be placed on the re- 
tired list,having reached the age limit, 
and nothing of great interest had 
marked his maritime career. War was 
declared with Spain. With the dec-

Nothing seemed too good for the 
successful sailor. His reception on his 
return home has already been record- 
ed and his name stood unchallenged on 
the page of his country's history; and 
his magnificent home was settled in 
the nation's capital for life. Then 
came that fatal temptation, which 
promises to be his bete noir. The na- 
tion was disappointed in the character 
of its hero and throughout the lane 
was the universal cry that the greatest 
of naval heroes was ruled by his wife.

Tlie British war oilice is to make a 


novel experiment. Part of tlie army in 
South Africa is to be equipped with 
bullet proof shields. It is expected that 
with tliis protection a successful fron- 
tal attack can be made on Intrenched 
nfnntry. 
The idea is not a new one, but It has 


never been tried in modern battles. 
The warriors of old, you know, carried 
shields, but those old heroes were not 
called upon to face bullets. They en- 
countered nothing worse than showers 
of arrows, aud it was chiefly iu hand 
to hand encounters with sword armed 
enemies that the shields were useful. 


The idea of a bullet proof shield la 


originally an Ameiican one. An Amer- 
ican priest named Zeigler was the first 
to devise such an instrument. He in- 
vented a shield guaranteed to resist 
the fire of any modern rifle. lie pre- 
sented his invention to the United 
States government and it satisfactorily 
met and passed all the tests. It was 
regarded as unpiactical, however, be- 
cause of its immense weight. It was 
said that rapid movements In the field 
were impossible to soldiers weighed 
down by the shields. 


The material used in their manufac- 


ture was a composition, the formula 
for which was, of course, a secret. It 
was believed, however, that marble 
dust entered very largely Into its man- 
ufacture. 


The new English shield is said to be 


similarly constructed except that it has 
solved the problem of weight. In aim- 
ing at lightness, impenetrability was 
sacrificed at first, but gradually tlie 
two requisites were secured to the 
greatest advantage. 


Tiie penetrative power of a modern 


bullet was illustrated at some experi- 
ments carried out at Edinburgh not 
long ago. 
On that occasion a plate of

metal, such as was used in tlie con 
struction of Sir Thomas Lipton's yacht. 
:he Shamrock, was cleanly pierced by 
a Lee-Metfoid bullet at a range of 100 
yards. The metal was three-sixteenths 
of an inch thick, a foot square and 
four and a half pounds iu weight. 


These facts will help to an apprecia 


tion of the dilh'culty that inventors 
have had to contend with—to discover 
a metal at once light, but impervious 
at, say. 300 or 400 yards. 


The new mantlet for tbe protection 


of soldiers iu the field is called the 
"sharpshooter." 
The "sharpshooter" 


is said to be impervious to Mauser or 
Lee-Metford bullets at 400 yards and 
to light machine gnu fire at 700 yards 


It weighs 13 pounds and cannot be 


overturned by the impact of any num 


of bullets. 
It is divided into two 


parts, hinged together, each weighing 
six and a half pounds, which can be 
made intei changeable. 
It is intended 


for the use of maiksmen onlj'. not 
mnre than fiom 5 to 10 per cent of the 
nfautry. 


If the shield proves practical, another 


theory of modern warfare must be re 
vised. 
It has been considered propel 


tactics to withhold frontal attacks on 
intrenched troops until the euemy'^ 
batteries had been silenced and his 
strength shaken by artillery fire. This 
made the prelude to every properly 
conducted assault a fierce artillery 
duel. 


These tactics the British ignored In 


their earlier attacks on the Boer posi- 
tions. 
They paid a teirible price for 


:heir experience as a result. 
All they 


'earned, too. was that the principle 
.aid down by the tacticians was true. 


In the later battles, which have ie 


suited in British successes, frontal at 
tacks have not been made until the 
enemy has been routed by heavy artil 
iery fire or they have been abandoned 
entirely 
in favor of flanking move 


raents. 


But the bullet proof shield puts a 
ew face on the conditions. If sharp 


shooters can he sent within good rifle 
range and can carry an artificial co\er 
with them, the intrenched enemy loses 
his advantage. Tins would result in n 
new kind of battle, probably a duel 
Between sharpshooters. So the export 
rnent of equipping Tommy Atkins with 
a shield will be watched with much in 
terest

that continent is , still many lonely 
leagues away— but today St. Helena is 
on the steamer route from London to 
Cape Town. There are cable commu- 
nications both ways, too, and this puts 
it In touch with the rest of the woi'ld. 


It Is just as forlmlcliug in appear- 


ance, however, as it was in 1S13. Its 
stern, nigged crags lift themselves far 
above the snarliuy; rollers, and the 
cliffs are as bare as a rain washed 
bone. Still the island is by no means 
a bad place to live in. 
It is by no 


means an Isle du Diablo. Tlio climate 
is everything that coulrl be desired. It 
Is even popular as ,1 bi-altli resort.

St. Helena is 1,700 miles from Cape 


Town and 4,000 miles from London. It 
is 1,800 miles from th*> toast of South 
America. 
The Allan line steamers

The other stops 
are Lisbon and the Canailes. 


The island Is of an irregular, egg 


shaped figure. Its greatest breadth is 


miles and its greatest width about 


6 miles. The principal town and only 
port is Jamestown. The entire popula- 
tion of tbe island is not more than 
4,000, wh.eb includes the garrison of 
several hundred Urittsh soldiers. The 
island is tlie property of the British 
crown. The present governor Is Rob- 
ert Armltase Storndale. who succeeded 
Mr. W. Grey Wilson.

British thought too dangerous to be al- 
lowed to remain la Africa. 


The prison quarters on the Island are 


known as Lougwood. 
On this estate 


are two sets of buildings. 
One is 


known as the "Old House." Tuts is 
the one in which Napoleon lived dur- 
ing bis captivity. 
Tbe new house, 


which was intended for the occupancy 
of tbe .French emperor, was not com- 
pleted until after his death. Napoleon 
watched it rising, but confidently told 
his keepers tbat he would never oc- 
cupy it 


Another historic house on St. Helena 


is the cottage known as "The Briers." 
This is wheie Napoleon was quartered 
while waiting for Longwood to be 
made ready for him. 


In approaching St. Helena the island 


has tbe appearance of a barren rock 
rising out ol' (he ocean. Its huge, pre- 
cipitous rocks do not present n very in- 
viting appearance to tbe stranger who 
views them for the Uibt time. 
It is 


said that when the island was first set- 
tled these rocks were covered with soil 
in which trees grew down to the wa- 
ter's edi;e, but that tbe cutting down 
of these trees and the consequent de 
cay of their protecting roots exposed 
the soil to the action of the ruins, and 
as a result the rocky subsoil has been 
laid ban1, without a u'stigc of vegeta- 
;ion. 
Even a walk through .lamfstown 


shows no signs of vegetation above It. 
ant a penetration into the Maml and 
upon Its elevated plateaus reveals a 
pastoral country thai would not be 
dreamed of. 


Jamestown, the principal town of tbe 


island, is a pretty place when viewed 
from a favorable position and contains 
the governor's residence, called "The 
Castle;" three chuivhes. six schools, 
and several fine buildings. 


The fortifications of St Helena are 


now very strong as well from their ele- 
vation as from the character of the 


uns which hnve been mounted 
in 


them, which are of the most modern 
and effective kind and ol' large caliber.
